The Northwestern Railroad company

The world will soon know whether 


the loyal wife and fond daughter have 
found the husband aud father and 
whether the daring explorer has found 
the icoal of his long and hazardous 
"enroll. The finding of the north pole 
lias been the ambition of Lieutenant 
Peary's life, and to the task he has de- 
\oted half a score of the best ycats of 
his life and enduu-d hardships and pri- 
vations which -\\ould long ago June 
broken a less dauntless spirit. Once 
when asked what was the practical 
use of finding the north pole the ex- 
plorer replied: 


"I am after the pole because it is 


the pole; because it has .1 value :is a 
test of intelligence, persistence, endur- 
ance aud will; berause I am coulident 
that it can be reached and that it as ap- 
propriate that an American should be 
the one to accomplish that end.'' 


The expedition trom -\\hicli it may 


hopefully be assumed Lieutenant Pea- 
ry is now' returning started out from 
Cape Sabine throe jears ago. It was 
to be his last attempt to roach the 
north pole. Mrs. Peary and Mam-, 
who wero then with him, were to re- 
turn on the Windward to the United 
States, which they did. reaching .New 
York in March, 1809. The lie-.itenant 
was to continue his explorations until 
May, 
1902, when he would return to 


Cape Sabine and there await the com- 
ing of the Wind-ward to bring him 
homo. It was in pursuance of this 
plan that Mrs. Peary and her daughter 
went northward on the Windward last 
July. 


From the time Lieutenant Peary leit 


Cape Sabine in 1S99 no word came 
from him until 1001, when the arctic- 
ship Diana brought a long message 
telling of his exploits in the spring 
campaign of 1900. lie had accomplish- 
ed much, but he had not rf ached the 
pole. He had discovered that (;rceii- 
land -was an island, and he had planted 
the American flag at the highest lati- 
tude ever attained in this hemisphere. 
83 degrees 50 minutes north. In the 
spring of 1901 Peary again tried for 
the pole, but did not succeed. 


At Cape Sabine the relief ship Erik 


found him preparing for his third and 
last attempt to reach the pole in the 
spring of this year. He promised Mrs. 
Peary that after the attempt of the 
spring of 1902 he would gi\e up all 
further arctic exploration. The mes- 
sage the Erik brought back showed 
the lieutenant to be still full of courage 
and hope. He wrote that he was more 
confident than ever and that he felt 
sure of success in 3902. 


Doubtless he made the attempt Was 


it successful? Is the daring explorer 
living or dead? Did be reach Cape Sa- 
bine to receive the welcome of his wife 
and child or is be still groping his way 
over the trackless expanses of the 
frozen north? For answer the world 
awaits with k»en interest the return of 
the Windward. 


LieutenanS Peary made, very elabo- 


rate and ca--eful preparations for the 
last dash of several hundred unknown 
miles to the pole. Besides the natives 
trho accompanied him were two men, 
faithful and strong, men who had been 
with him in half a dozen other at- 
tempts to rf.ich the pole — Matt Hen^ 
BOD, a negro body servant, and ("buries 
Percy, a Newfoundlander, both inured 
to the hardships and danger of arctic 
travel. The «t:irt was to have b("-n 
made in March, and they had but three 
months in wliii-h to fro and return. 


In preparation for that throe mouths' 


dash Lieutenant Peary arranged for 
contingencies. Provisions were buried 
at intervals along the propo«od route- 
along the shor- s of Smith sound. Ken- 
nedy chami'-l.

long exposure. lie would not liston to 
any talk of his returning, and so he 
went into winter quarters for liis cam 
paign of 1900, while the Windwan 
came home with Mrs.

Marie. That was the last time Mrs 
Peary saw her husband until now, if 
we may assume she found him at Cape 
Sabiue. 


Captain Samuel A. Partletr, who 


commands the Windward on the pros 
ent trip, is one of the famous family 
of Bartletts, all of whom have been 
arctic whalers and navigators all their 
lives. No man is more competent to 
handle an arctic exploring vessel than 
he is. And no arctic ship was ever so 
well equipped for her particular work 
as is the Windward. 


The Windward is of 320 tons bur- 


den and was built at Sunderland in 
1863. For more than twenty-five years

she was employed in the Dundee and 
Peterhead •whale fisheries, and then iu 
1894 she was purchased by Alfred C. 
Harmsworth and sent to Franz-Josef 
Land with the Jackson-Harmswortb 
expedition.

lieutenant in several of his arctic ex- 
peditions, was Miss Josephine Die- 
bitsch.

Although he has 
succeeded 
far 
beyond Hie wildcs 


dreams of his first years In ncwspapei 
work,' he is still the unaffected, mod 
est, loyal, warm hearted boy that he 
was when ho first re-ached Chicago 
from the wilds of Indiana, and whik 
in his fables ho betrays an insight into 
the shams of life which at times al 
most amounts to cynicism lie never al 
lows it to creep into his life. 


His success as a playwright has beei 


as rapid and unexpected as that of his 
advance into the domain of literature 
There may perhaps bo people who 
would dissent from the designation of 
Ado's fables as literature, but they arc 
certainly the products of literary gen 
ius which is now becoming widely rec/ 
ognized. 


His first play, "The Sultan of Sulu,' 


has met with such favor that he is 
now under contract to write for the 
stage for the next five years at terms 
which would have seemed fabulous to 
him. thirteen years ago, when as a 
gangly sort of youth he went from In- 
diana to Chicago and became a report 
er on the Daily News, at which time 
Eugene Field illuminated the editorit.: 
page with bis scintillations. 


Success is as sweet to George Ade, 


no doubt, as it is'to other men, but ii 
is apparently miieh more of a pleasure 
to him to kuow that he is the most 
popular newspaper man in Chicago 
than it would be to be known as the 
greatest. No man ever met him but 
loved him, and down in Indiana they 
think he is a little greater than the 
president of the United States. 


After his opera, "The Sultan of Su- 


lu," had been running for a month to 
tremendous business it was taken to 
Ade's old home for one performance. 
The whole town took a holiday to cele- 
brate. The stores closed, bands played, 
there were processions, speeches and a 
;eneral celebration which lasted nearly 
three days. 


The story of Ouida and the Duke- of 


Norfolk is old and if not true "ben 
trovato." The duke, having taken the 
novelist out to dinner, endeavored in 
vain to interest her in one topic and 
another. At length, in despair of ever 
opening a subject that would set her 
to talking, he asked her outright what 
she would like to talk about.

WHEAT CROP EXPANSION 


Plan For Introduction of th- 


Macaroni Varieties. 


IHVESTIGATIONS OF AN EXPEET 


Frofonnor Mark A. C:>rlcton I'romUe*

Accordinc to tbe 
Book- 


investigations made 


by rrofessor Murk A. Ciirleton of Man- 
hattan, Kan., the wheat expert of the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture and cereal authority of the world, 
have disclosed what he believes to be a 
very important source of income to the 
faro ers of tne United States which 
will in all probability result in a very 
large increase in the wheat crop of the 
country, says a Washington special to 
the St. Louis (Jlobe-Deinocrat. It may 
also result in the introduction and gen 
eral use of the new and wholesome as 
well as pleasant flavored variety of 
the staff of life. 


Incredible as it may seem in view of 


our large annual exportation of wheat 
to Europe and other countries, maca- 
roni manufacturers of Pennsylvania 
and New York are obliged to Import it 
great portion of the wheat used by 
them in the manufacture of macaroni 
and vermicelli. Hundreds of thousands 
of bushels of wheat are annually im- 
ported by the macaroni manufacturers, 
for which they are obliged to pay a 
higher price per bushel than American 
wheat brings abroad. Even with the 
wheat brought from abroad the manu- 
facturers of the United States arc com- 
pelled to use a large quantity of bread 
wheat for making macaroni, and it is 
this use of the ordinary bread wheat 
that makes the American macaroni of 
inferior quality to that made in south- 
ern France and Italy. 


In addition to the macaroni made in 


this country we annually import more 
than 15,000,000 pounds. ProfessorCarle- 
:on believes that if the farmers of the 
western states will turn their attention 
:o the cultivation of macaroni wheat 
we can raise not only all that is re- 
quired in this country, but we will 
lave a large surplus for export, and 
the wheat will find an extensive mar- 
ket as a bread wheat. 


Professor Carleton states that maca- 


roni wheat can be grown with great 
profit in many of the western and 
southwestern states, especially in Ne- 
braska, Missouri and Kansas. It is one 
of the best drought resisting wheats 
mown and can be grown in localities 
where the rainfall doss not exceed ten 
nches annually. 
For this reason it 


should prove especially valuable ia the 
southwest. 


Another great advantage of the mac- 


aroni wheat is its producing quality, 
n a number of.instances the macaroni 
wheats when grown in the same local- 
ty with the ordinary bread wheats in 
he states of the great plains have giv- 
en in seasons of unusual drought a 
ield two to four times as great as that 


of ordinary wheats. In cue section of 
South Dakota where the ordinary 
wheat yielded twelve to fourteen busb- 
1s to the acre the macaroni wheat pro- 
luced from fifty to sixty bushels. It is 


very rank grower and attains a 


great height. Professor Carleton ' de- 
iares that if the farmers turn their at- 
ention to its cultivation the wheat out- 
put of the United States will be in- 
creased more than 50,000,000 bushels 
per annum in a very few years. 


In an interview regarding the intro- 


duction of this wheat in the western 
tales Professor Carleton said: 
"It is clear that one of the possibili- 
ies of expansion in our cerr-al industry 
ies in the direction of securing new 
drought resistant varieties with which 
o extend the cereal production area 
arther into the semiarid regions and 
o insure crops and larger productions. 
"In my travels through Europe I 
ound a dozen varieties of red winter 
wheat and macaroni wheats that will 


e of special benefit to the great plains. 


The macaroni wheats will he of value 
o tbe spring wheat growers as well as 
he winter wheat growers because they 
an be grown in the states from North 
_>akota to Texas, inclusive. The idea 
f increasing the area of winter wheats 
s of special value to Io-.-a and Xe- 
raska. It will enable the farmers 
here to grow winter wh»ats where 
cretofore they could successfully grow 
nly spring varieties. 
"The macaroni wheats will bring 


profits in two ways. They are for a 
special purpose rind sold at an ad- 
vanced price, and then tbe yield is so 
much greater than oruii-.-.ry wheats. 
The yield on an average would be in- i 
creased from 2"} to "50 per ci-nt, in some 
localities more iikely "50 j; -r cent. An- 
other great advantage •;]••-••* wheats i 
have is that they are very resistant to 
our ordinary wheat rust." 


Professor Carleton, h.ivinc spent sev- 


eral years in Europe, iv'iere these 
wheats arc extensively cr<"'"vn. and in-

DISAGREES WITH HOUGH. 


Professor Doolittle Does Not Believe 


Mankind Can EiUt In Mars. 


"When he says that Mars, Venus and 


Mercury 
are 
inhabited, 
Professor 


Hough probably means that he would 
like to believe they are," said Professor 
Doolittle, the University of Pennsylva- 
nia astronomer after reading the Chi- 
cago dispatch 
in which 
Professor 


Hough declared it his belief that Mars, 
Venus and Mercury were inhabited by 
human beings far superior to those of 
this world, says a Philadelphia dis- 
patch to the New York Tribune. 


"No one knows what the conditions 


on the other planets are," continued 
Professor Doolittle. 
"We can only 


guess at them, and that is what my 
friend Professor Hough has done. My 
own opinion is that there is none of 
the human race on any of the other 
planets. If any life exists there at all, 
it must be of a lower order, according 
to my theor,v. Accepting the conclu 
sions of biologists that the laws of life 
are as universal as the laws of physics 
and chemistry, it seems impossible that 
any life can exist on Mars or Mercury. 
Those two planets are many millions of 
years ahead of the earth in the process 
of evolution. They are more like the 
moon, a solid, frozen body, where wa- 
ter and air do not exist. How, then, 
could any except the lowest order of 
animals exist there? 
Everything on 


the earth now favors anmial life, but it 
will probably not be so a million years 
hence. Then the earth will have prog- 
ressed to the stage in which Mars, 
Mercury and the moon are now, and 
this will be nothing but a cold, frozen 
mass of metal without air or water.

strugsliug lawyer, with apparently 
little opportunity of distinguishing 
himself in any sphere of life..
